As camp president Barry Jaynes explained, the camp, 
established in 1972, tries to replace its dialysis machines 
every decade or so, since, like computers, cars and other 
technologies, older models start to become obsolete and 
finding replacement parts for them becomes difficult. 

Normally, 20 new machines would run approximately

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Peddigrew releases third poetry book

Brenda Peddigrew’s writing weaves 
together human spirituality, the beauty of 
nature and the mysteries of the universe. 

On Saturday, Peddigrew launched her 
third book of poetry, Quicksilver of the 
Heart, at the R.D. Lawrence Place. 

As she explained, it’s her grandmother 
whom she credits for endowing her with a 
passion for poetry. 

“She never wrote a single line, but she 
quoted it all the time,’ Peddigrew told the 
room, producing a 1959 anthology of Cath- 
olic poets that had belonged to her grand- 
mother. “She didn’t trust her own words, 
but I believe she passed it on to me.” 

Peddigrew’s poems are not religious like 
some of the works her grandmother may 
have fancied, but they are deeply spirit- 
ual, drawing profundity from something 
as seemingly simple as a leaf, a droplet of 
water or a ray of light. 

“Presence, not judgment, is what the 
river asks,” goes a line from one of her new 
poems and is an example of Peddigrew’s 
ability to marry the simplistic with the 
deeply meaningful in a small, mindful sen- 
tence.

“Look, she says to us, despite any initial 
evidence to the contrary, small moments 
are thresholds into the soul-size transfor- 
mations and no less than life’s best gift,’ San 
Francisco author and artist Gabriele Uhlein 
wrote in a testimonial to Peddigrew’s latest 
collection. 

Peddigrew is the founder of the Algo- 
nquin Highlands Writers’ Circle, which 
meets on alternating Saturday mornings, 
and a couple of the circle’s members spoke 
at the launch, one saying that reading Ped- 
digrew’s work was nothing less than having 
a spiritual experience. 

She describes her works as being more 
about meaning than about form, the 
opposite of the famous poets most people 
encountered in high school English classes, 
for whom form was the top priority. 

For her, writing is really quite an auto- 
matic procedure, where she is listening to 
inner self, her inner response. 

“Really, for me the process is like taking 
dictation,” she said, explaining that once 
the first word is down on a page, it is sim- 
ply followed by another and another and 
another. 

Peddigrew said she tends to write most 
of her poems during the circle’s bimonthly 
meetings, but said writing for her is really 
nota scheduled activity. 

“It’s more about being a writer than 
doing writing, if that makes 
sense,’ she said. 

Quicksilver of the Heart 
was preceded by poetry col- 
lections When the Bones 
Find their Singing Place and 
Soulwinds:poems of trans- 
formation.

Last week, an article in the Globe and Mail 
reported that in 2009, crude-oil producers 
(many of them foreign-owned) received $2.8 
billion of support from the Canadian govern- 
ment. Despite the fact that Canada’s politi- 
cally neutral Department of Finance has 
strongly and repeatedly urged the Harper 
government to axe these subsidies. Still they 
remain. And drain our economy. 

What would I do with the $2.8 billion 
saved if we finally cut the greedy oil-barons 
off our payroll? Here’s a start. On a recent trip 
up Highway 400, a flashy car raced by me in 
the fast lane. It was sporting an ad boasting, 
“This car is running on bio-diesel thanks to 
KFC.’ I drive a diesel car too, so this piqued 
my interest. 

It turns out that most diesel vehicles can 
run on a blend of edible waste oils recovered

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New program can 
assist children of 
low-income families 
access dental care 


A phone call is all it takes for local fam- 
ilies to see whether they qualify for a new 
financial support program that provides 
access to dental care for area children. 

Healthy Smiles Ontario (www.ontario.ca/ 
healthysmiles) is a new program that covers 
the costs of dental care services for children 
17 years of age and younger whose fami- 
lies have an adjusted net income of $20,000 
per year and who do not have access to any 
form of dental coverage. Healthy Smiles 
Ontario is a publicly funded program 
unveiled this fall that is available to families 
across the province, including those in the 
City of Kawartha Lakes, Haliburton County 
and Northumberland County. 

The Haliburton, Kawartha, Pine Ridge 
District Health Unit encourages local fam- 
ilies to find out if children and youth who 
are 17 years of age and younger in their 
households can qualify for the Healthy 
Smiles Ontario program. People can phone 
the health unit toll-free at 1-866-888-4577, 
ext. 328 to find out more details. 

“Make the right call because it can pay 
off for you by having the costs of dental care 
covered for a child or youth in your care,” 
says Linda Coulter-Vansickle, a registered 
dental hygienist with the HKPR District 
Health Unit. 

She notes there may be many situations 
in which people are eligible for the pro- 


gram and may not realize it. For example, 
families who may be able to benefit from 
the Healthy Smiles Ontario include fami- 
lies with one parent or a single caregiver 
(including grandparents) with children 17 
years of age and younger; families in which 
one or both parents are students who do 
not have dental insurance; and youth who 
are 17 years of age and younger who live on 
their own and do not receive social assist- 
ance. 

In some cases, families may mistakenly 
think they do not qualify for the program 
because they make more than $20,000 per 
year. “When we start digging deeper and 
looking at their adjusted family net income, 
people may in fact be eligible,’ Coulter-Van- 
sickle adds. “That is why it is good to call the 
health unit.” 

Families who qualify for the Healthy 
Smiles Ontario program will receive an eli- 
gibility card that can be used at any par- 
ticipating dentist or dental hygienist in the 
area. The program pays for the cost of vis- 
iting a licensed dental care provider and 
covers a full range of preventive and early 
treatment dental services, including check- 
ups, cleanings, fillings, X-rays, scaling and 
more. 

“Healthy Smiles Ontario fills a gap in our 
community, and that is truly worth a smile,” 
Coulter-Vansickle adds.

Volunteer firefighters deserve a tax credit 
for the work they do in rural Ontario, local 
MP Barry Devolin said, and he plans to 
advocate for it. 

Devolin told the audience at the annual 
Warden’s Banquet Nov. 19 that getting bet- 
ter compensation for the work firefighters 
do is on the “front burner” for him and that 
there is good support for it in Ottawa. 

“There’s a proposal to create a larger fed- 
eral tax credit for volunteer firefighters. And 
this is important because you all know in 
our communities we rely on volunteer fire- 
fighters,’ Devolin said after dinner at the 
Lloyd Watson Centre in Wilberforce next 
door to one of the municipality’s fire sta- 
tions. 

The Canadian Association of Fire Chiefs 
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has put a proposal to the federal govern- 
ment to give volunteer firefighters a $3,000 
tax credit and a poll conducted on their 
behalf supports their request. 

According to the poll of 1,001 Canadians, 
69 per cent would support the credit, even 
though it would cost the government $25 
million in lost revenues a year, according to 
the Toronto Sun. 

“T want [the volunteers] to know that 
[their work is] appreciated and hopefully 
we'll be able to create a situation where it’s 
not a direct payment, but at least there’s a 
tax advantage to being involved and every 
little bit helps,’ he said. 

All of the county’s fire departments are 
volunteer based. 

Four of every five firefighters in the coun- 
try are volunteers, according to the CAFC. 

Devolin’s speech also touched on the 
work done by the Eastern Ontario Wardens’ 
Caucus in finding big federal and provin- 


cial dollars for rural broadband, which will 
eventually cover 95 per cent of Haliburton 
County. 

He highlighted the Eastern Ontario 
Development Fund as another big coup for 
the wardens’ organization, which has lob- 
bied for the fund, bringing $600,000 annu- 
ally to Haliburton. 

Current warden, Dave Burton, listed 
broadband as one of the year’s highlights, 
along with winning a major sustainability 
award for the Share the Road campaign, 
introducing digital Internet agendas, find- 
ing new locations of emergency services 
vehicles, conducting a review of the offi- 
cial plan, sending out 60,000 Destination 
Guides, rejuvenating the Hike Haliburton 
festival and securing the 2011 Ontario Sen- 
ior Winter Games. 

The entire banquet was branded by the 
senior games, which were hailed as an 
economic boon for the county, potentially 


bringing in between $1- and $1.5-million 
this February. 

“It’s a real chance for us to showcase Hal- 
iburton County,’ Burton said. 

Burton went on to say that being warden 
was the “highlight of my life.” 

Long-term service awards were given out 
to two councillors and a staff member. Don 
Toews, working foreman for the county 
roads department, was honoured for 20 
years of service. He works out of the High- 
land Grove patrol yard. 

Jim McMahon and Eleanor Harrison are 
both leaving county council in Decem- 
ber and Murray Fearrey spoke on behalf of 
council in wishing them well. 

“T think Jim McMahon’s been at the 
county table for 22 years and Eleanor’s 
been there for 18. ... We’re lucky in Halibur- 
ton County to have people make the com- 
mitments that these people have,’ Fearrey 
said. 


Library success brings demand for staft

Haliburton County’s library system is 
bursting at the seams - patron numbers 
are up, circulation has reached an all-time 
high and new materials are in constant 
demand. 

The incredible recent success of the 
eight-branch library is due to many ele- 
ments coming together at once, CEO Bes- 
sie Sullivan said, starting with the two new 
buildings in Haliburton and Minden. 

“Construction was part of it,” Sulli- 
van said, but a lot of credit also goes to an 
expanded collection and willingness by the 
board, staff and public to embrace newer 
materials and methods. 

“We added more than twice the titles we 
added in 2009,” Sullivan said. 

In 2010, the county library acquired 7,385 
new items. In 2009, that number was 3,585. 

DVD films have also been added for the 
first time to the library and the entire col- 
lection is now accessible online, where 
holds, requests and renewals can be done 
from a home computer. 

All of the elements coalesced to push 
the library over the 100,000 circulation 
mark this year - higher than has ever been 
reached. 

With only 6,316 active library cardhold- 
ers, that’s a lot of use. 

But as Sullivan points out, that small 
number of patrons is actually a large chunk 
of the county’s population, which sits at just 
more than 16,000 fulltime residents. (There 
are also 1,000 more users this year than 
last.) 

In 2009, at year’s end 79,774 items had 


been circulated. In 2008, it was 67,890. 

The skyrocketing numbers are simulta- 
neously buoying and challenging for the 
library system and the board that oversees 
it. 

“The staff is running at probably 110 per 
cent all the time. They work very, very hard,” 
said board member Nancy McLuskey. 

“If you increase the number of books 
that are coming into the system somebody 
has to deal with the books. They don’t just 
arrive and pop on the shelf. Someone has to 
do the work in the background,’ she said. 

Hours were also increased for the two 
new branches when they opened in Minden 
and Haliburton last year, increasing the 
demand on staff and on Sullivan herself. 

“If she were to be unable to be on her job, 
for sickness or some kind of emergency, 
there’s really no one with her kind of back 
ground and expertise to replace her. I can 
see that as a real difficulty with having just 
one person who has the educational back- 
ground for doing this job,” said board mem- 
ber Rozanne Hynard. 

“Having someone else on the admin- 
istration side will certainly help ease a lot 
of issues that the library is having at the 
moment,” she said. 

The library board hasn’t set a desired 
budget for next year since all the members’ 
four-year terms are up and a new board will 
be formed in December. 

However, Hynard and McLuskey both 
agree that funding is necessary to meet the 
ever-increasing demand the library is expe- 
riencing. 

“Because we’re at the end of our term 
... [the budget] was something that we 
didn’t feel we could bring to the table at the 
moment, but it is something that’s a real

concern,’ Hynard said. 

Every year the library board has to appeal 
to Haliburton County council for operating 
funds. Although the board is an independ- 
ent entity, it depends on money from the 
county to run. The individual municipali- 
ties are responsible for providing the physi- 
cal space and furniture for the branches. 

Once a new board is formed (composed 
of county councillors and residents), budget 
requests will begin. 

In the meantime, the library is launch- 
ing a user survey to determine whether the 
hours offered meet the needs of the popu- 


lation. 

Before making any operational changes 
to the eight-branch library system, the 
needs and desires of the Haliburton County 
Public Library’s patrons are being assessed 
during a three-week period from Nov. 23 to 
Dec. 11. 

User surveys are now available at every 
branch of the library and online and have 
been designed to assess whether the library 
is adequately serving its population.

Lookout tower 
underperforms in 2010

This year wasn’t a good one for Dorset’s lookout tower, 
with the longtime tourist attraction experiencing decreased 
traffic and revenues. 

Algonquin Highlands councillors received a financial 
report on the tower at their Nov. 18 meeting. 

“Tam well aware that this year has not lived up to council’s 
expectations,” tower coordinator Barb Kostenuk wrote in her 
report’s preamble. “The increase in entry fees did help a lot, 
but we were down in vehicle traffic by over 500 cars from last 
year. We had just three more buses and three more season 
passes from 2009.” 

In August during a rash of break-ins in Dorset, the tow- 
er’s kiosk building was broken into and severely vandalized, 
nearly all of its merchandise destroyed by the deployment of 
a fire extinguisher. 

Kostenuk said this incident could have resulted in at least 
some of the decreased revenue. 

“There was just not the variety of items to sell,’ she wrote. “I 
could not get any of the Russ toys we normally carry shipped 
to us that late in the season. All of our fridge magnets were 
destroyed in the break-in. Also, [there was] the fact we went 
over a week with nothing basically to sell but pop and post- 
cards.” 

Councillors theorized about what might have caused the 
drop in patrons at the tower, whether it be weather or the 
economy. 

“The colours were so early this year, too,’ Councillor Diane 
Griffin said, suggesting some of the many tourists who hit the 
tower in the fall to take in the foliage hadn’t shown up. 

Councillors didn’t seem to think the slight fee increase

they had brought in this season could be responsible for the 
drop in traffic. 

The tower brought in just more than $66,600 in the 2010 
season. October was the most popular month, bringing in 
nearly $20,000. May and June brought in less than $4,000 
each. 

Kostenuk said in her report she’d like to see improvements 
to the road leading up to the tower, something that has been 
mentioned several times by Councillor Don Shortreed. 

Also, Kostenuk would like to see the tower repainted and 
while this has been discussed by council in the past, Reeve 
Eleanor Harrison has said she believes painting the eight- 
storey structure will cost the municipality hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Last week’s meeting was likely the last one for Harrison, 
who is leaving politics after 23 years, and she gave a short 
speech where she thanked all of the councillors and staffers 
she worked with during that time, as well as her family for 
being understanding of her many commitments. 

Harrison also criticized the way some election campaigns 
have been run in this municipal election, saying they were 
based on falsities. 

“It’s all happening here in little old Haliburton,’ she said. 
“I’m embarrassed by it.” 


Third party hired to resolve 
Dorset fire hall dispute

The independent review of whatever caused members of 
the Dorset fire department to quit earlier this fall is under- 
way. 

Fire professional Ted McCollough of North Bay was hired 
by Algonquin Highlands township on Nov. 16 and was sched- 
uled to begin his investigation on Nov. 22. 

McCollough will be interviewing all those involved with the 
dispute involving the township’s fire services training officer 
who apparently caused half of Dorset’s 12-member volunteer 
fire department to hand in their pagers in October. 

McCollough was one of three candidates recommended for 
the position by the fire marshal’s office. 

“It should be reiterated that the third candidate was elimi- 
nated immediately given that fire chief John Hogg knew him 
personally in an effort to remove any perceived bias,” town- 
ship clerk, planner and acting chief administrative officer 
Angie Bird wrote in her report to council. 

In his own report to council, Hogg wrote that five core 
members of the department have remained on and that three 
new members have joined since the dispute began. 


“An additional three firefighters have indicated a willing- 
ness to return once the emotional issues subside and recruit- 
ment issues continue,’ he wrote. “Over the last few years, 
staffing levels at Station 60 [Dorset] have experienced the 
usual ebb and flow of volunteerism around a solid core of 
long-term responders. While there’s no question that a couple 
left the service due to increased training requirements, others 
left the department because they moved out of the area. The 
reasons for the recent spate of resignations include a variety 
of related issues which will be addressed by the independent 
review; however, at least one resignation was related strictly 
to health issues.’ 

Firefighters in Lake of Bays and from Stanhope and 
Oxtongue Lake continue to be on standby to respond to emer- 
gencies in Dorset. 

Hogg said 13 firefighters from the Oxtongue Lake and Stan- 
hope stations have been trained on Dorset’s equipment and, 
as a result of that training, some maintenance problems with 
the equipment were discovered, which he considered to be a 
silver lining. 

Ward 2 Councillor and incoming reeve Carol Moffatt has 
hopes to see the review completed in December. 

The Times has been unable to learn the exact details of the 
dispute at the Dorset fire hall.

Councillors for Algonquin Highlands 
received the township’s consolidated financial 
statements for 2009 at their Nov. 18 meeting. 

The audit was conducted by Peterborough 
accounting firm Collins Barrow. 

The report shows the township with nearly 
$5.7 million in revenue for the year with more

than $3 million of that coming from taxation 
and some $1.4 million in provincial funding. 
Expenses for the year were nearly $4.7 mil- 
lion, with the largest amount of expenditures, 
some $1.4 million worth, listed under trans- 
portation services. The audit found no evi- 
dence of any illegal accounting practices. 

Earlier this year, it was discovered that the 
township’s former treasurer had not properly 
allocated $550,000 for a new fire truck as a 
capital expenditure, nor the approximately 
$820,000 in legal and punitive costs for the 
township’s acquisition of the Middleton prop- 
erty for the airport expansion project. 

The budget had to be reopened to correct 
these entries. Anyone wishing to view a full 
copy of the audit should contact the town- 
ship.
